Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , in a transfer roller (1 ) for transferring labels, the prior art does 

not teach or make obvious the concept of at least one of the suction conduits (3) is 
provided with at least an additional opening (5) located in a position that cannot be 
obstructed by the label adhering to the lateral surface (21 ) of the roller (1 ), to maintain 
said conduit (3) in constant communication with the external environment, wherein said 
additional opening (5) is positioned posteriorly to the lateral surface (21) of the roller (1) 
at a suction conduit (3) in the manner claimed by the applicant.
